No. 1898. — -The following amendments to the bye-laws for 
regulating the grant of licences to proprietors or drivers of 
vehicles let out on hire in the Subathu Cantonment, publish- 
ed With the notification of the Government of India in the 
late Defence Department, No. 823, dated the 9th March 
1940, made by the Cantonment Board of Subathu in exor- 
cise of the powers conferred by clauses (25), (26) and (27) of 
section 282 and section 288 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(II of 1924), are published for genera) information, the same 
having been previously published, approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) 
oi section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

In the said bye-laws — • 

1. In bye-law 5, for the figures "6 0 0”, "3 0 0” and 
“2 8 0” the figures “12 0 0”, “8 0 O’’ and “6 0 O’’ shall 
be substituted, respectively. 

2. In bye-law 6, under the heading “Oulsido Cantonment 
limits by distanoo’’ for tbo figures “4 0 O’’ and “3 0 0” the 
letters, figures and words “Us. 1-8-0 per passengei or 
Rs. 4-8-0 for full tonga” and “Re 1-4-0 per passenger or 
Rs. 8-12-0 for full tonga” shall be substituted respectively. 

3. In paragraph (1) of bye-law 7, for clause (b) the follow- 
ing shall be substituted; namely: — 

“(b). 2nd class vehicle^! passengers — 20 soers per head. 

(o). 3rd class vehicle and Ekka — 2 passengers — 20 

seers per head.*' 


4. In clause (b) of bye-law 11, for the words “shall be 
supplied by the Board on payment of annas four” the words 
“shall be supplied by the Board on payment of annas eight” 
shall be substituted.
